A tropical plant with strik­ 
ing blooms, the Bird-of-Para- 
dise (Slrclltzia Reglnae) makes 
a handsome planting In a tro­ 
pical garden. In the coastal 
areas of the state, give It full 
sun; inland tenet to light 
shade. The Bird-of-Paradise 
will reach five feet with gray 
green banana-like leaves and 
spectacular orange, blue and 
white flowers on stiff stems. 
These flowers bloom intermit­ 
tently throughout the year 
and are long lasting in the 
garden as well as in cut ar­ 
rangements.

Edible Fruit

(Psidium Cattleianum) is an­ 
other shrub which produces 
an' edible fruit commonly 
used for jams and jellies as 
well as eaten 'directly from 
the bush. It grows to a height 
of 4 or 5 feet and has a 
glossy, bronze-tipped foliage, 
and a white flower resem­ 
bling those of common myrtle. 
The fruit is deep claret In col-

The Strawberry Guava Is 
best suited to climates similar 
to that in which oranges thrive. 
Although it will tolerate a few 
degrees of frost, It will die 
when consistently exposed to 
frost conditions.

The Pincjpple Guava (Feljoa 
sellowiana) is an attractive 
sub-tropical shrub that bears a 
small pear-shaped, green fruit 
excellent for canning. Like the 
Strawberry Guava it will tol­ 
erate a few degrees of frost 
but not as consistent climate 
diet. It has grey leaves and 
interesting red and grey flow­ 
ers.

Citrus Varieties
Any article on plants which 

produce edible fruit would be 
incomplete without mention of 
the citrus varieties which 
thrive in California   particu­ 
larly in the warmer areas,. 
Available in both. dwarf and 
full-sized forms citrus plants 
can be used to enhance limited 
spaces, or in small groves de­ 
pending upon your .situation. 
For best selection of the citrus

bearing fruit which wilt fit 
your need, consult your nurs­ 
eryman.

As a large specimen . plant 
the Abyssinian Banana (Musa 
enscte) is Impressive. It is 
strictly ornamental and should 
be planted in a protected area. 
For rich fragrance in ylur trop­ 
ical garden the Ginger Lily 
(Hedychim) is a perfect choice. 
As a tropical evergreen or her­ 
baceous perennial it grows to 
eight feet or more with canna- 
like foliage and flowers of yel­ 
low, buff or white In dense 
spikes. The Ginger Lily pre­ 
fers ample moisture, light 
shade( but full sun along the 
coast) and humusrich soil.

Another type of ginger 
plant, the Shell Ginger (Alpinla 
nutans) also gives off a pleas­ 
ing spicy frangrancc. The 
Shell Ginger's orchid-like flow­ 
ers bloom In mottled yellow 
and pink surrounded by tall, 
speared leaves. ,

Flowering Plant
Cannas are another flower­ 

ing plant very suitable for 
tropical settings.. And Aralias, 
also called Fatsia japonica, 
make lush, bold tropical plant­ 
ings. They will grow from 
eight to 15 feet. with large, 
glossy green leaves that are
